It 
was  vxtromoly  difficult  to  administer  those  C'impo  as  I  was  not  allowed  free- 
ct:  of  ction  by  the  Japanese  and  two  thirds  of  tho  personnel  under  my  com- 
m  .nd  b  .ing  Dutch  with  a  very  limited  knowledge  of  the  ^hglish  language.  The 
medium  of  expression  with  tho  Japanese  was  the  nalay  language  and  with  the 
Dutch  mol  y,  French  or  English  in  that  order.

av-  jl  as  v/e  wore  informed  that  food  was  not  available  ar.d  Doctor  IoH-1,  the 
Japanese  doctor  in  charge  of  r  .C.,Y.  Comps,  tola  firg  Commander  C0FF.AY  th 't 
as  medicine  was  not  available  we  must  grow  our  ov<n  h^ros  and  make  our  own.

16.  At  this  period,  thu  general  situation  regarding  prisoners  of  war  was 
deteriorating  rapidly  and  I  again  made  repeated  appeals  to  Lieutenant  DOI 
for  an  improvement  in  the  situation.  The  appeals  were  all  refused,  rfe 
produced  statist ical  reports  showing  the  increasing  death  rato  rising  to 
approximately  80  per  month  was  entirjly  due  to  lack  of  food  and  heavy  work, 
but  Lieut.  DC  I  merely  informed  me  t.h- 1  ho  considered  that  all  the  Officers 
should  be  made  to  co  more  work  and  that  I  and  r.y  staff  were  merely  trying 

to  sabotage  th j  Japanese  war  efforts,  These  conditions  deteriorated  further 
and  the  death  rate  rose  due  to  the  constant  oxchango  of  personnel  from  the  up 
country  camps  who  had  fallen  sick  who  w  ;ru  r  ap laced  by  only  3omi-f  it  men 
from  No.  2  Camp. 

17.  On  approximat  ;ly  16th  June,  1945.  I  was  informed  that  tho  railway  must 
be  finished  by  th ;  15th  August,  1  .’45;  ind  that  evory  available  man  who  could 
w  .Ik  must  be  s  jnt  out  to  work.  Despite  our  protests,  modic^l  parades  were 
held  by  the  Japanese  and  the  men  were  forced  out  to  work.  The  health 
situation  of  the  whole  area  was  now  deteriorating  with  great  rapidity,  no 
medicine  was  available  arid  th  j  wholo  group  was  utterly  exhausted  and  all. 
personnel  were  extremely  dopr^  sod  duo  to  constant  slave  driving  by  tho 
Japanese  guards  and  railway  officials.  Increased  supervision  by  the 
Kempotai  (Japanose  Socret  Polico)  was  felt  and  all  sorts  of  additional  dis¬ 
ciplinary  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  us.’J 

13,  At  this  point,  tho  Japanese  guards  in  Camp  2  were  replaced  by  Korean 
guards  and  the  illicit  buying  of  foodstuffs  incroasod  and  life  inside  the 
Camp  bocamo  more  bearable  .as  the  Koreans*  attitude,  although  not  pro-Ally, 
was  definitely  anti— Japanese .  ihis  state  of  affairs  continued  until  our 
release . 

19.  I  submitted  a  detailed  report  of  war  criminals  to  Major  G LOUGH, 
attached  to  the  Intolligonoc  Branch,  Force*  136,  S1AC  Headquarters,  Goodwood 
Park  Hotel,  Singapore,  and  [appended  below  aro  tho  names  and  description  of 
the  major  criminals  responsible  for  our  condition  in  Sumatra  during  the  18 
months  that  I  comma.  «uod  there. 

CAPIAIN  IYASAKI.  In  ch  rrge  of  all  Prisoner  of  Jar  Camps  in  the  Pakan  Baroe 
Ara.  A  fat  officer  of  medium  height  with  a  pronounced  squint.  He  showed 
no  interest  wh  t-soever  in  the  welfare  of  the  Camps  and  although  fully  aware 
of  the  situation,  gave  us  n<-  assistance  and  was  in  fact  always  insolent  when¬ 
ever  approached.
